It is, in some 
sense, the textbook of the move- 
ment, The emphasis is on prayer 
and Holy Spirit leading, on a 
straight gospel movement. 
I know personally a major- 
ity of the nationally-known 
leaders in the youth movement. I 
say that we ought to thank God 
for the fine, orthodox, spiritual, 
prayerful, separated leadership in 
the Youth for Christ movement, It 
is unique.

“By faith Moses, when he was born, was hid three 
months of his parents, because they saw he was a proper 
child; and they were not afraid of the king’s commandment. 
By faith Moses, when he was come to years, refused to be 
ealled the son of Pharaoh’s daughter; Choosing rather to 
suffer affliction with the people of God, than to enjoy the 
pleasures of sin for a season; Esteeming the reproach of 
Christ greater riches than the treasures in Egypt: for he had 


respect unto the recompence 


of the reward. By faith he 


forsook Egypt, not fearing the wrath of the king: for he en- 
dured, as seeing him who is invisible.”—Heb. 11:23-27.

You remember the story. It is 
familiar to every Sunday School 
The king had given 
the decree that all the baby boys 
in Egypt should be killed. Moses 
was born, and his mother hid him 
in a little ark among the bul-

rushes in the River Nile. The 
king’s daughter came down to the 
river and, as Billy Sunday used to 
say, evidently an angel reached 
down and pinched Moses at just 
the right time and made him cry. 
The king’s daughter found him, 
took him into the king’s palace 
and adopted him. Moses grew up 
in the palace of the king of Egypt, 
the great and mighty empire of 
that day. It was as great a thing 
as to grow up today in the White 
House in Washington. 
Moses Chose Affliction and 
Reproach for Christ 

But when Moses was. come to 
years, when he had come to that 
period of maturity when he must 
make a choice of his own, he did 
First, he chose rather 
to suffer affliction with the people 
of God than to enjoy the pleas- 
ures of sin for a season. The 
people of God were the Hebrew 
people, bound down, crushed down 
under the heel of a tyrant ruler. 
In bondage and affliction they 
lived a life of rigor, servitude, sor- 
row and deprivation. Moses now 


|was at the threshold of young 


manhood. He could, if he chose, 
go on in all the pleasures of the 
wealthy court; but Moses chose 
rether to suffer affliction with the 
people of God than to enjoy the 
pleasures of sin for a season. We 
will emphasize “the pleasures of 
sin for a season” a little further 
on in our talk. 

The second thing Moses did was 
to esteem the reproach of Christ 
greater riches than the treasures of 
Egypt. Brother, it is not a pop- 
ular thing in this world; and young 
people, it is not a popular thing 
in this world to be a real, genuine 
Christian. People will laugh at 
you. People will ridicule you. If 
you do not believe it, just go out 
and try to be a real, sure-enough 
Christian. Sometimes you hear 
preachers say, “It pays to live 
right,” and mean by that that you 
can make more money, be more 
popular, and have more power by 
living right and being a Chris- 
tian. They are mistaken. The 
most popular boy in high school 
is not the cleanest, most conse- 
crated Christian boy in high 
school. If you have been to high 
schoo] you know I am telling you 
the truth. The most popular girl 
in high school is not the sweetest, 
most consecrated girl in high 
school. The most popular girl in 
high school is the flapper-type 
girl. It is the same way in col- 
lege. In this world it is not pop- 
ular to be a real genuine Chris- 
tian. 

The world hates Christ.

He squandered 
everything he had for drink, lost 
everything he had in the world, 
and had come to the place where 
he was a miserable bum. Then he 
fell dead at the bar where he had 
taken his first drink. 


I would hate to be that saloon- 
keeper, I would hate to be a man 
like that. If I were like that I 
would not talk about a preacher 
preaching for money. [I thank 
God that I never made a dollar out 
of human wretchedness and hu- 
man sorrow. I would hate to 
think that I had ever turned the 
widow's tears and the orphan’s 
tears into gold. I would hate to 
make money by appealing to hu- 
man weakness and human suffer- 
ing. 

Felix said, ‘Let’s send for Paul, 
He is a Jew. We can maybe get 
some money out of his predica- 
ment,’ 


The Sinner’s Second Goal— 
a Thrill 

Then I think there is another 
reason he sent for Paul, though 
it is not mentioned here in the 
Scripture. I think he sent for Paul 
because time was dragging heav- 
ily on his hands. Time always 
drags heavily on the hands of a 
sinner. [I think Felix had heard 
of Paul, heard he was a scholar, 
heard he was a philosopher, heard 
he was a rather radical, extreme 
sort of man, Yet he was an inter- 
esting character. He said, 
‘Wouldn’t you like to hear him 
talk? Let’s send for him,’ He 
was looking for a thrill. 


I am sorry for sinners, all you 
men and women without God who 
are looking for something to de- 
light you, something to thrill you. 
The trouble about it is that the 
thing that satisfies you today will 
not satisfy you tomorrow. It takes 
something more gxciting, some- 
thing more stimulating, something 
more exhilarating. But we who 
have Jesus Christ have found Him 
a satisfying portion. 


One day a lady said to Mr. Moo- 
dy, “There is a very sensational 
show coming to this town, Peo- 
ple say it is a little questionable, 
but I would like to see it. What 
do you think about my going to 


it? What do you think about a 
Christian seeing that sort of 
thing ?”’ 


“Oh,” Mr. Moody said, “I al- 
ways go to a show like that when

She said, “You do!” 

“Yes, Madam; but I never want 
to go. I have something much bet- 
ter!” Say, we Christian people 
have something so much better! 
People lose their taste for garlic 
and onions when they feed on 
heavenly manna; they do not much 
care for the slop that the hogs eat 
when they can sit down at a table 
and have the angels wait on them 
and feed on the bread of life. Oh, 
the poor sinners in this city, run- 
ning hither and thither, looking 


for a thrill! I have had a real 
thrill, the stimulating power of 
God's grace, a sense of God's 


nearness, a consciousness of God’s 
presence. I am sorry for you sin- 
ners. Don’t you sympathize with 
us Christians! We are getting 
along fine, thank you. We are 
having a good time. You are tossed 
about upon a restless, disturbed 
sea: we have calm that you know 
nothing about, 

Paul Had Seen a Vision, and 
Nothing Could Stop Him 
Felix said, ‘Let’s send for Paul,’ 

and Paul comes into the presence 
of that wicked couple. Let’s you 
and me coach him a little; let’s tell 
him how to preach. “Now, Paul, 
you have a very prominent man 
in the audience, and a prominent 
woman, You are in jail. You are 
going to have a trial before long. 
Now, listen, Paul, you can make 
up to that couple. Here is your 
chance! Sell yourself to them, Try 
to sell yourself. Flatter them a 
little. Say some nice things to 
them. You can win them, and 
they will be eating out of your 
hand. When your trial comes up 
they will get you out.. This is the 
opportunity you have been looking 
for.” 

But Paul was not like that. 
Paul forgot himself. He stood in 
the presence of this wicked cou- 
ple and preached the truth to 
them. He dared to preach the 
truth. Say, all Hell could not stop 
Paul! It did not matter what 
people did to him, they could not 
stop him. He did not mind a jail. 
I said the other day that if you 
built a prison across Paul's path, 
he would walk through the prison 
and come out on the other side 
with a convert under one arm and 
a prison gate under the other. No- 
body could stop him. When Paul 
Was preaching in a town he never 
@id say, “I wonder what kind of 
hotel is in that town?’ He said, 
“TI wonder what kind of jail they 
have in that town. Say, Silas, 
were you ever in that place? What 
kind. of..dungeon was there?” No- 
body could stop Paul. One day he 
was going down the glistening 
yoad to Damascus and he saw a 
light flash from Heaven. He heard 
a voice out of eternity, and he 
never forgot it. When the sun 
¢omes up, the stars always hide. 
I met a man not long ago who 
told about his scholarship and his 
degrees—all about his experience 
and how much he knew. How he 
@id strut his stuff! He was a 
preacher, too. I thought to my- 
gpelf, “Brother, how many people 
@id you ever win to Jesus Christ?” 
What good does a D.D. and an 
LL.D. and a Ph.D. do; what good 
Goes a university diploma and a 
geminary diploma do if you have 
RMever won anybody to Jesus 
Christ? What good is all the 
knowledge that men can give you 
wnless you use it for God? A 
Christian has_no right to anything 
he does not use for God. You have 
no right to scholarship unless you 
wse it for God. You have no right 
to money unless you use it for 
God. You have no right to health 
wnless you use it for God. A 
Christian has no right to ANY- 
THING he does not use for God! 
The only business a Christian has 
of getting is to get so he can 
serve. The more you know, the 
more responsibility you have. 

People could not stop Paul. He 
had a vision. That day he met 
Jesus he forgot about his diploma. 
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He forgot he was a D.D, He for- 
got that he was a_ blue-blooded 
aristocrat. He forgot about his 
ancestors. He said, ‘Since I met 
Jesus Christ all these things 
amount to nothing to me. They 
sink into absolute insignificance.’ 
I find that the more men know 
about God, the less they magnify 
some things that some folks mag- 
nify. 

Let’s suppose that you and I 
were living back in Paul’s day. One 
day you are going down the road to 
Damascus and you see a little man 
running down the road: You say, 
“Hello, Mister. What are you run- 
ning for?” 

“Oh,” he says, “they are about 
to kill me!” 

“About to kill you? 
you done?” 

“I was up there and someé friends 
put me in a basket, took a rope, 
and let me down over the wall. If 
they had not done it, I suppose I 
would have been killed. But I am 
about to get away.” 

“Well, what did you do? 
you in jail?” 

“Oh, no, no!” 

“You didn’t kill anybody?” 

“Oh, no, no!”

“Well, what are you running 
for?” 

“Well, I will tell you how it 
was. I was up there preaching. I 


was telling the people that God 
loved them and Jesus died for 
them, and they did not like it. 
They said, ‘Let’s kill him! Let’s 
kill him!’ And they would have 
gotten me if somebody had not put 
me in a basket, taken a rope and 
let me down.” 

“Now, wait a minute, Mister. 
You talk like you’ve been to school. 
I believe you are a university grad- 
uate. You talk like a_ scholar. 
Don’t tell me you've gone off with 
those fanatics. Say, you have a 
background; you have scholarship; 
you have standing!” 

But Paul says, “Gentlemen, you 
don’t understand. One time I was 
going down to Damascus, and I 
saw a light flash from Heaven. I 
heard a voice out of eternity, and 
I have been in debt ever since that 
time. I must pay the debt.” 

You say, “Poor fellow, isn’t, it 
strange that a man with his intel- 
ligence and sense and background 
would go off on a tangent like 
that, act the fool and be a warped 
man, a fanatic— isn’t it a pity?” 

Somebody- answers you, “Well, 
you ‘can’t never tell how a fellow 
is going to turn out, you know. 
Things like that happen. Here we 
are going along in the middle of 
the road, sane, and making some 
money.” 

Time passes and one day on the 
outskirts of the city you see some 
dogs and boys. You say, “What's 
the matter, boys?” 

One of the boys says, “Well, 
Mister, I don’t know: but it looks 
to me like this fellow is dead, I 
believe he’s dead as sure as the 
world!” 

You get off your horse, go over 
there and lay your head down on 
his chest. You say, “No, no; he’s 
not dead. His heart is beating. 
Son, run get me some water, Hur- 
ry! Z believe the fellow is alive, 
and we may be able to save him.” 

The little boy runs and brings 
some water. You wash the dirt 
off of his face. He opens his eyes 
and says, “Glory to God! Hallellu- 
jah! Praise the Lord!” 

You say, “He’s out of his head. 
He has a high fever and is rav- 
ing.” 

He says, “No, I’m not out of 
my head. Hallelujah!” 

“What’s the matter?” 

“They left me for dead. I 
thought I was about gone, too. 
Listen, I’ve been so close to Heav- 
en that I was kissed by spirits 
from a world celestial, and was 
fanned by zephyrs from the wings 
of angels, and read my titles clear 
to mansions in the sky!” 

“What is your name? What 
are you talking about?

I am glad to see you.” 

“Where are you going?” 

“IT am going over to Macedonia 
to preach, I got a call from over 
there last night.” 

“Didn’t anybody speak to the 
committee...” 

“No, while I was sleeping the 
angel of the Lord stood by me and 
said, ‘I want you to go to Mace- 
donia.’ And I’m on the way over 
there to preach the gospel and tell 
the glorious story of God’s love 
and God’s redeeming grace.” 


“Now, listen, Paul, I want to 
talk to you. You are just crazy, 
that’s all. A man of your intelli- 


gence wasting your time like that! 
We have a bank over in Macedo- 
nia, and we need a good, honest, 
upright man—a man of culture, a 
man who can speak several lan- 
guages.

We really have an affection for 
you. We thought you were crazv 
but there is something about you 
that commanded our respect and 
stirred our affections. We wish we 
could do something for you, Paul.” 

“By the way, did I tell you gen- 
tlemen about the day I was going 
down the road to Damascus and 
the light I saw flash from Heaven 
and that voite out of eternity? I 
want to tell you I have the debt 
paid. I have written Timothy a 
letter and told him I fought a 
good fight, I finished the course, I 
kept the faith. The debt is now 
all paid. I am ready to be of- 
fered.” 

You know, all Hell cannot stop a 
man like that! Guns cannot stop 
him. Jails cannot stop him. Kings 
on their thrones cannot stop him. 
Nothing can stop him! 

Paul Dared to Preach the 

Truth 

That was the man who stood in 
the presence of this wicked couple 
and preached the truth to them. 
He dared to preach the truth to 


them. He did not preach love to 
them. I believe it was Gipsy 
Smith who said, “We have 
preached love in this country until 
some people are lovesick.” Do you 
know what this country needs? 
This country needs six months of 
Hell fire and damnation preaching. 
(Audience: Amen!) This coun- 
try needs the righteousness of God 
and the justice of God preached. 
We have turned God Almighty 
and Jesus Christ into sickly sen- 
timentalists. We need some old- 
time Jonathan Edwards turned 
loose in this country. We are a 
bunch of egomaniacs strutting our 
way to Hell, thinking we are too 
respectable to be damned! Of 
course we ought to preach love to 
the right crowd. It is all right 
to tell a sinner that God loves 
him if you put the rest of it in 
there, too; but this thing of stand- 
ing up and just telling sinners 
God loves them, and never telling 
them that sin damns them and 
that God is a just God, is not 
enough and you had better watch 
out if you are doing it. 


I have always preached love to 
some people. I never preach Hell 
to a drunkard. You do not have 
to preach Hell to a_ drunkard. 
There is not a drunken bum in 
Chicago who.wants to be a drunk- 
ard,- There never was a drunken 
bum who ever staggered down the 
street who wanted to be that. He 
is a poor, helpless slave. Tell him 
that God loves him. Tell him that 
Jesus Christ died for him. But do 
you know who needs Hell preached 
to them? These frizzly-headed, 
cigarette-smoking, cocktail-drink- 
ing society women! (Audience: 
Amen!) These respectable folks 
who have their cocktail parties 
and think they are too decent to 
go to Hell—that is the gang that 
needs it! I never preached Hell 
to a harlot in my life. I have been 
in those homes of shame with the 
gospel, those places where _ the 
soiled doves of the underworld live 
in their infamy. You do not have 
to preach Hell to a harlot. She 
knows more about Hell than any 
preacher can tell her. No woman 
at heart wants to be that. I talked 
to one in a West Virginia city 
whose own dear uncle was presi- 
dent of one Of the greatest uni- 
versities in America. She told me 
the story of how she made her 
first wayward step. As I stood 
there with those prominent Chris- 
tian women (She had requested to 
see a preacher) and told her God 
loved her, she said, ‘‘Not me. Not 
me!” 


I said, “God loves you.” 

But do you know who needs Hel] 
preached to them? These women 
who are running to the divorce 
courts every week, getting a di- 
vorce on every little excuse, break- 
ing marriage vows—this high-so- 
ciety, . godless, worldly, sensual 
gang! The high-brows are the 
ones who need it! Jesus Christ 
never preached Hell to the sin-sick 
and world-weary. He told them 
about a prodigal son, a lost sheep 
and a lost coin. But those godless 
Pharisees he called a generation 
of vipers and said, ‘How can you 
escape the damnation ?’ 

Paul talked straight. He did 
not review the latest book. Noth- 
ing makes me so sick as to find 
some preacher on a Sunday night 
looking at empty pews and review- 
ing the latest book when he has 
the Word of God to preach—THE 
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WORD OF GOD, the power of 
God! 

Paul did not try to match wits 
with people, I have no patience 
with that either. A man said the 
other day, “When you get to talk- 
ing to these university people, 
match wits with them. Do not use 
the term NEW BIRTH because 
they will not know what you are 
talking about.” 


I said, “Jesus Christ used the 
term NEW BIRTH to a man and 
told him he could not understand 
i." 

Paul matched the Word of God 
against them. He reasoned of 
righteousness, temperance and 
judgment. He preached straight to 
them. He did not flinch. He did 
not dodge. He did not trim. He 
did not cut the message. And he 
preached to prominent people. 
Anybody can preach to the com- 
mon folks, ordinary everyday peo- 


ple. 

Years ago Peter Cartright, that 
pioneer circuit rider who rode his 
one-eyed horse across this country, 
that preacher who wore out his 
Bible and his saddle going from 
place to place preaching the gos- 
pel, came to Nashville, Tenn., to a 
great Methodist conference. The 
Methodist conference would not 
preach him because he was a sort 
of a woodsman and countryman 
and Nashville was quite a high- 
brow city. It was called “The 
Athens of the South.” They ‘had 
some aristocratic people there and 
an aristocratic pastor,* and they 
would not use him. People tried 
to get them to preach him. At 
last the Presbyterian pastor said, 
“If you will not preach Peter in 
the Methodist church, I will preach 
him in the Presbyterian church. 
The Baptist pastor said, “If you 
will not Nave him, we will have 
him in the Baptist church.” At 
last the aristocratic Methodist 
preacher had to take him. Peter 
Cartright got up in the pulpit. He 
opened his Bible and started to 
read. As he started to read, the 
Methodist preacher behind him 
pulled his coat tail and whispered, 
“Peter, Peter.” 

Peter said, “WHAT? What do 
you say? You say General Jack- 
son has just come in? Well, what 
do we care about General Jack- 
son, Let me alone! If he does 
not repent he will go to Hell just 
like everybody else, Don’t bother 
me!” 

The next day General Jackson 
said, “Peter, come over and have 
The next day 
they sat down together and Gener- 
al Jackson said, “Peter, if I could 
man my army with men like you, 
I’ could go across the Atlantic 
ocean and take over the British 
Empire.” The mightiest thing on 
earth are preachers who will not 
flinch! There is no place on earth 


where a man is more tempted to 


compromise manhood than in the 

pulpit, and there is no place on 

earth where there is a greater op-

pulpit. 
Paul Was Not Influenced by 
the Power and Position 
of His Audience 

Paul preached to prominent peo- 
ple. 

Years ago down on the seashore 
at Biloxi, Mississippi, one of those 
old-time camp meetings was in 
progress. The preacher was call- 
ing mourners up for prayer. Down 
the aisle came an influential Lou- 
isiana colonel, He got down on his 
knees but did not even bow his 
head. He looked at the common 
people around him crying, He 
looked around as if to say, “Now, 
God, if you want to save me, I'll 
let You do it. It will be quite a 
compliment to You—lI’m Colonel 
So-and-So from New Orleans. If 
You save me it will be quite an 
honor to You, It will attract a lot 
of attention. If it is any favor, it 
is all right—I will let You do it.” 

The preachers would speak in 
an easy, at-home way to the plain 


people, but to the colonel they 
would say, “Now, Colonel, trust 
the Lord.” 


Somebody else would come by 
timidly and say, “God bless you, 
Colonel.” 

Another person would come by 
and say, “Turn loose, Colonel.” 

Another one would come by and 
say, “Hold on, Colonel.” 

There was a little preacher on 
the platform twisting around and 
looking at the sight. After a while 
he ran down there, stuck his face 
right under the nose of the old 
fellow and said, “Say! You know 
Bill Smith in New Orleans who 
has been in jail a hundred times?” 


“Y-e-s, Yes, I know him.” 

“You are a lot meaner than he 
is and your Hell will be hotter 
than his.” 

“W-h-a-t do you mean?” 

“JT mean what I say, Sir. You 
impudent, God-defying rebel! 
Here you are—you were brought 
up in a good home. You had a 
Christian mother and every other 
advantage in the world, And here 
you are not even humble enough 
to bow your guilty head and Say, 
‘God, be merciful to me a sin- 
ner.’” 

The old colonel began to trem- 
ble like a leaf in the wind, He said, 
“God, be merciful to me a sin- 
ner!” 

Let me tell you something: when 
some people stand at the judgment 
bar of God, they will have better 
exeuses than you have. Some of 
you in this house tonight have 
had every chance to be right with 
God, Listen! The hottest places 
in Hell are going to be saved for 
high-brows. 

I have a lot of faults. I am just 
as human as anybody. I am too 
human. If God Almighty had not 
saved me I do not know where I 
would have been. But I am going 
to boast a little. I know [I am 
boasting. I am in the pulpit, but 
I am going to boast. I have done 
a lot of things I should not have 


done: I have made a lot of mis- 
takes. I have blundered many a 
time. But I have been preaching 


the gospel for forty-seven years— 
ever since I was fifteen [I have 
been on this job. If I had to die 
tonight I could stretch my hands 
across my heart and turn my dy- 
ing, staring eyes in the face of 
God Almighty and tell Him that 
I never trimmed my message. I 
am not afraid to meet God on that. 
I have not always known what to 
say. I have not always known 
as much as I should have known. 
I have not prayed as much as I 
should have prayed. I have come 
short in a thousand ways. But, 
God Almighty, You know that 
when I have stood up to preach 
everybody has looked alike to me. 
The rich and the poor, the high 
and the low—all have looked just 
alike. 

Listen! I want to tell you to- 
night—I do not care who you are 
—if you are not right with God 
Almighty you will die some day 
and go to Hell. I do not care how 
respectable you think you are! 
You have to repent or be damned. 
You have to repent or perish! You 
have to trust Jesus Christ or go 
to Hel#! And you had better face 
‘Ht! 

Paul stood in the presence of

straight to them. He did not 
love to them; he reasoned 


: 


of temperance, righteousness and 
judgment to come, They had a 
chance to hear. Felix had a 
chance, and Drusilla had a chance. 
And Paul had a chance to preach. 
He had to go to jail to get that 
chance, but it was worth going to 
jail to preach a fellow like Felix 
under conviction. You know when 
you preach a man under convic- 
tion—if you do not do any more 
than that you have done your 
duty. Some people say, “Preach 
them into the kingdom.” You 
should preach them into a state 
where they will never be happy 
outside the kingdom! 


Felix and Drusilla Had a 
Chance to Be Saved 


Paul had a chance to preach 
and Felix and Drusilla had a 
chance to be saved. How good 
God igs to give a man a chance. 
Suppose you had been born on 
some island where you could never 
have seen a Bible. You ought to 
be on your face, saying, “Thank 
You, O God, for ever giving me a 
chance, Thank You that I ever 
saw a Bible. Thank You that I 
ever heard anybody preach, Thank 
You I ever heard a church bell 
ring. Thank You I ever saw a 
gospel tract.” The gospel is go- 
ing out over the air today to more 
people than have ever heard it 
before. There are more people 
hearing the gospel in this country 
than ever heard it before. Listen! 


chance, They are hearing the 
gospel. The gospel is the power 
of God unto salvation to every one 
that believeth—it does not matter 
whether you preach it in church 
on Sunday morning, whether you 
preach it over the radio, whether 
you put it out by tract, or word of 
mouth, It is the power of God, 
the dynamite of God, the nitro- 
glycerin, the high explosive of 
God, It is the power of God! And 
you have heard it. 


But After a Chance, After 
Conviction, Judgment Must 
Finally Come 

Felix sat there that day in the 
presence of Paul, the great preach- 
er, and listened to the gospel. He 
was convicted. He knew that he 
was a sinner. 


In the old days when I began 
my evangelistic career, people 
would stay awake all night, They 
could not sleep. I have had them 
call me at all hours of the night. 
I have known them to wake up 
people all over the town and say, 
“Pray for me.” May God Almighty 
bring back old-time conviction in 
this country! In those old days 
we said, “This is right and that is 
wrong.” We had definite convic- 
tions about right and wrong. And 
we believed there was a Heaven 
and a Hell. Listen! All this mod- 
ern talk about not believing there 
is a Hell is because people have 
quit believing in sin. A man who 


thousand hells on earth that were 
produced by sin. When I was a 
little boy at the age of eleven, I 
knew there was a Hell. I knew 


that was where I deserved to be. 
I used to slip into the woods, get 
on my knees, and say, “O God, if 
I am not too big a sinner, please 
Save me.” I was a little country 
boy. I had never seen an automo- 
bile, but I had heard the music 
of the birds in the treetops and the 
songs of the wind in the forest. 
Everybody was decent. There was 
not a bad woman in that country. 
People were moral and clean and 
respectable. I saw myself a sin- 
ner, I would stay awake at night 
and say, “O God, maybe I am too 
wicked a sinner, but if I’m not, be 
merciful to me.” Yet we have 
middle-aged people in this house 
tonight who think they are too re- 
spectable to be damned. We have 
to plead with you and beg you to 
get you to see that you are really 
lost. Listen, you just do not know 


Let me tell you something! God 
Almighty will not put up with 
everything. You get this straight! 
“He, that being often reproved 
hardeneth his neck, shall suddenly 
be destroyed, and that without 
remedy.” Do not get the idea that 
God Almighty will stand just any- 
thing. He will not do it! 


Years ago there lived. down 
South an old-time aristocratic 
southern gentleman. He had a cul- 
tured, refined wife and one boy. 
He put all the love of a father’s 
heart back of that boy. He put 
him through high school, and then 
sent him to university. The boy 
got drunk and was expelled. The 
father got him in another institu- 
tion. Again he got drunk and was 
expelled. He got him in a third 
one, Again the boy got drunk and 
was expelled. People in the neigh- 
bormhood said, “If he were my boy 
I would kick him out of the house.” 
The old man went ahead. He had 
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enough influence to get him in a 
fourth institution. But again he 
got, drunk and was expelled, Then 
no other institution would have 
him The boy came home. He 
would go downtown and get drunk 
and they would lock him up. The 
old man would go pay his fine, 
get him out, bring him home, put 
him to bed, and the mother would 
bathe him with her tears and nurse 
him sober. They would get him 
on his feet and then he would go 


back to town and get drunk. 

One day somebody said to the 
father, “If that were my boy., .” 

The father said, ‘Don’t say that! 
Don’t say that! He is .our .only 
boy. My wife and I have talked 
it over. We are going to stick to 
him to the end, and we are not go 
ing to tolerate anybody’s saying 
anything. You are our neighbor 
and our friend, but don’t say any- 
thing.” 

One time the boy went down- 
town and stayed a day or two. The 
wife said, “Dear, you had better 
go get our son.” The old man got 
a colored boy, hitched his horse to 
the buggy, drove downtown, 
hitched his horse in the wagon 
yard and started around to the 
calaboose where he expected to 
find the boy. He met the boy stag- 
gering along the sidewalk cursing. 
He came up and looked at his fa- 
ther and said, “What are you do- 
ing here. Go on back home and 
let tne alone.” And he spat in the 
old man’s face. The father wiped 
the spittle off. Tears came in his 
eyes and rolled down his cheeks. 
The boy walked up and spat in 
his face again. The man wiped it 
off again. Then the boy hit his 
father and knocked out some of his 
teeth. The old man, with droop- 
ing shoulders, turned back and 
with trembling hands untied his 
horse. He drove back home, gave 
the horse to the colored boy who 
was there working around the 
house. The man did not say a 
word. He went up in front of the 
house into a grove and propped 
his feeble old form, in which there 
was a broken heart, against a tree.

Then he 
eaught him by the collar and shook 
him and kicked him off the porch.

Let me tell you something: God 
tes sensitive. God loves! Oh, how 
much He loves! He loved you so 
much He sent His Son to come 
down to earth to die, and you spit 
im His face. You strike back at 
His love and tenderness, and then 
expect God to let you live. Listen! 
You had better quit playing with 
God Almighty like that. You had 
better quit it! You had better list- 
en to me-—-you men and women 
who are not right with God! 

“When It Is Convenient .. .” 
—the Delay of Sin 

Felix—-that poor; wicked, de- 
praved degenerate—-was decent 
enough to tremble. He said, ‘It 
isn’t convenient, Paul.’ 

It isn’t convenient? What is 
the matter with you, Felix? What 
is the matter with you? 


“I do not like the way Paul 
preaches.” 
Shut up! Shut up! 


You say, “I don’t want to come 
to God in a revival.” Well, why 
didnt’ you come when you weren’t 
im a revival? You say, “That is 
not my way.” No, your way is a 
Hell-bound way. Don’t strut your 
stuff around some of us who have

matter with you! 

“What is the matter, Felix?” 

“I can’t believe.” Shut up! You 
old liar—shut up! Listen! a 
preacher said to me, “The Lord 
has called me to preach to honest 
doubters.” There are no honest 
doubters. Jesus settled that. He 
said, “If any man will do his will, 
he shall know of the _ doctrine, 
whether it be of God, or whether I 
speak of myself.” God Almighty 
did not ask you for your head. 
What does He want with it! He 
said, “Give Me your heart.” If you 
will give Him your heart He will 
comb all the kinks. out of your 
head. Your trouble is not in your 
head: it is in your heart. 


The Woman in the Case 


It is not convenient. What is 
the matter, Felix? Let me tell 
you what is the matter with 
him. He has ae sin im_ his 
life. Drusilla was not his wife 
by rights. She really be 


longed to another man. She was 
the woman in the case. He was 
living in adultery... He came where 
the road parted and there was his 
woman and here was Jesus. He 
knew he ought to go with Jesus, 
but he was in the clutches of a 
woman. He stood there between 
the two trembling. It was a wom- 
an who robbed Samson of his 
strength. That mighty man— 
with his head in the lap of Delilah! 
It was a woman whose voluptuous 
dance sent Herod to Hell, and He- 
rod is not the only man who was 
ever sent to Hell by the voluptuous 
dance of a woman, It was a wom- 
an who stood in the gate of Heav- 
en and shoved Felix down to Hell. 


Listen! There are millions of men 
being damned by women! The 
best thing outside of Heaven 
is a good woman, and the 
meanest thing outside of Hell’ 
is a mean woman! We talk 
about men and women living 
on the same plane. They do not. 


Women have more soul than men. 
They are always a little above or 
a little beneath men, There are 
more girls seducing boys in Amer- 
ica than there are boys seducing 
girls. There was a time in this 
country when thinking mothers 
said, ‘“‘How can I protect my good 
girls from bad boys?” Now in 
America intelligent mothers are 
saying, ““O God, help me to protect 
my boys from bad girls.” In Bob 
Jones College in normal times we 
have about as many girls as we do 
boys, about fifty-fifty. I will 
match the purity of my boys 
against the purtiy of my girls in 
Bob Jones College. Men in this 
country, as a Whole, are just as 
good as women. That was not so 
twenty-five years ago. The per- 
centage of good men, I think, has 
been slightly on the increase. But 
the percentage of good women year 
by year has been on the decrease. 
No nation ever went to Hell until its 
women went to Hell. There might 
be some hope for America if all 
men were bad and the women 
good. But there would be no hope 
for this nation if all men were 
good and all women were bad. 
Listen! Don’t you mothers blame 
the world—-you had the babies 
first. You put your stamp on 
them before the world ever got 
them. You taught them to lisp 
their first baby words. You saw 
them. make their first little steps. 
A man can go to Hell with a good 
mother, but it is not easy to do so. 
Oh, the grip of a woman’s power 
over a man! I saw a man in this 
meeting three nights ago under 
conviction. He sat beside a woman. 
If she had come, he would have 
come with her. There are women 
in this house whose menfolks 
would come to God if they would 
come to God. Your sweetheart 
would come to God if you would 
come to God. 

Felix trembled. The Bible does 
not say that Drusilla trembled. 
You would have thought it would 
have been Drusilla, but it was not. 

There they sat. I can see her. 
She is not moved. But Felix is 
trembling as he says, ‘It isn’t con- 
venient, Paul. It isn’t convenient. 
I'll send for you later. If it ever 
gets convenient, I'll send for you. 
Go on back to jail, Paul.’ 

I can hear Paul's footfalls and 
the rattle of his chains as he goes 
on back to jail. Back to jail, thou 
man of God! Back to jail, thou 
hero of the cross! Back to jail! 
I would rather wear your prison 
chains than the chains of passion 


enough sense to know what is theand the slavery that bind Felix. 


Go on back to jail. 
Paul; we will never forget you. 
Two thousand years hence a 
preacher in the Arena in Chicago 
will be telling people how you 
preached. You have given ali the 
preachers of all generations an ex- 
ample of heroism. Go on back, 
Paul—back down the corridor, 
back to jail, thou wonderful man of 
God! (Footfalls heard as Paul goes 
back to jail.) You chose to suf- 
fer rather than to compromise. 
Go on back, Paul! Go on back! 
He went on back down the corri- 
dor, inside the cell, and the door 
was closed. And the door that 
shut him im, shut Felix out. 


You Must Decide Now— 

Choose Jesus or Your Sin 

I believe that was the day of 
destiny for Felix. I believe that 
across every sinner’s path God 
Almighty draws a deadline. On 
one side there is hope; on the oth- 
er side there is death. That dead- 
line is possibly at the door of this 
building for somebody tonight. If 
you go out without God after fac- 
ing this hour, it may fix youf 
destiny for eternity. 


Go on back, 


I have learned that a sinner may 
have many sins, but every sinner 
has one sin that dominates him, 
one king sin, ane sin on the throne, 
one big’ sin. There is always, in 
every case I have ever found, some 
one sin in the sinner’s way; and 
when that one goes, the others go. 
You may have a thousand sins, 
but if you are not a Christian 
there is some one thing tonight in 
your way. It*may not be a wom- 
an or a man, It may be intel- 
lectual pride. It may be selfish 
ambition. It may be a strange 
love of pleasure. It may be some- 
thing that I do not even think to 
mention; but if you are a sinner, 
tonight you are where the road 
parts, Here is Jesus on one side 
and here is sin on the other side. 
And you are going to make a 
choice tonight. Everybody in this 
house is going to make a choice. 
Jesus is here. You are going to 
make a choice. 


Wait a minute! The recording 
angel has his pen in his hand. He 
is going to write the choice of 
every one of us down. “Recording 
angel, put mine down, will you? 
Yes, I am willing for you to write 
it. Put it down, ‘Bob Jones.’ Yes, 
that is the name. Write it down 
—poor, weak man—-yes; ten thou- 
sand faults—yes; blundered thou- 
sands of times—I know it. Yes, I 
know it all. Blundering, miser- 
able, helpless, human—-yes, I know; 
but write it down: ‘I choose Jesus. 
Jesus first’—put it down.” “O 
Jesus, hold back the hand of the 
recording angel tonight and give 
somebody here a chance. Some- 
body in this house tonight has 
come to where the road parts. 
Help them to choose, Jesus.” 


Now every head bowed; every 
eye closed. I want to ask you 
something. There is not going to 
be any dodging tonight. My busi- 
ness as a preacher is to take ever 
sinner’s blood off my hands and 
throw it back on his own soul. I 
have not done my duty as a 
preacher until I leave everybody 
in my audience without excuse, 


Prayer: “Blessed Jesus, I have 
done the best I could. You have 
helped me tonight. I have felt 
Thy presence. The people have 
listened. Thou art here. O Lord 
God, save us from being shams 
and humbugs and hypocrites and 
liars and four-flushers. Help us 
to be true, God.” 

Men and women, let’s play this 
game square with God tonight. I 
want to know how many people in 
this house tonight can say—think 
it over before you say it—‘“If I 
know my heart, I am right with 
God tonight.”

But we 
do believe that there is a “unity 
of the spirit” that truly born-again 
people ought to have. Those of 
us who love the Lord Jesus, who 
are saved by His blood, who be- 
lieve the Bible, and are longing to 
see souls saved ought at least to 
be able to unite on these matters. 
Youth for Christ has done a real 
service in promoting a spiritual 
kind of co-operation among peo- 
ple of like precious faith but in 
different congregations and differ- 
ent denominations. Praise God for 
that! It will lead to much good 
in further co-operation in other 
matters, I believe. 

3. Y. F. C. has brought out lead- 
ership of young men who had 
great vision, who attempted great 
things for God, whose faith de- 
manded great crowds and startling 
enterprises, to the glory of God. J 

I have never been of those who 
decry big crowds. I have never 
felt any confidence in the sincer- 
ity of those who say they do not 
care whether they have large 
crowds or not, or who run down 
soul winners because of great 
crowds. I do not think that great 
crowds at Pentecost were a sign 
of worldliness or cheap claptrap or 
sensationalism. I do not believe 
that when Jesus fed the five thou- 
sand men besides women and chil- 
dren, all of whom had come to 
hear Him preach, there was any- 
thing wrong with the crowds. The 
great crowds that heard Wesley 
and Whitefield and Moody and 
Billy Sunday ‘were to their credit, 
not to their discredit. And, thank 
God, Youth for Christ has set out 
to get great crowds of people to- 
gether to hear the gospel. I have 
thanked God many times for the 


crowds who have assembled in 
Youth for Christ meetings in 
Madison Square Garden, New 


York; in Soldiers’ Field, Chicago; 
in Hollywood Bowl, and in arenas, 
coliseums and stadiums throughout 
the nation. The great crowds in 
Kiel Auditorium, St, Louis, and in 
Municipal: Auditorium, Minneapo- 
lis, should be a matter of rejoic- 
ing for true Christians. If Chris- 
tians are commanded to take the 
gospel to every creature, then 
none of us should be content with- 
out reaching as many people as 
possible with the gospel. Youth 
for Christ leadership has put many 
others to shame by their large 
faith and their tremendous efforts 
to put over big things for God, 
Let us thank God for the vision 
and faith of Yotith for Christ lead- 
ers and sponsors and the friends 
who co-operate. 

4. Multitudes have been saved 


in Youth for Christ meetings. 

I have seen many, many pre- 
cious souls saved in Youth for 
Christ meetings where it was my 
privilege to speak. And all over 
the nation souls have been saved. 
Dozens, scores, sometimes hun- 
dreds, I am told, have been saved 
in Youth for Christ services. And 
I know from personal experience 
that it is not unusual to have fif- 
teen, twenty, thirty or thir- 
ty-five conversions in a sin- 
gle service well-prepared, Many 
of those saved doubtless would 
not have attended gervices in 
any local church, under or- 
dinary circumstances, Youth for 
Christ meetings have doubtless 
kept thousands of souls out of Hell 
and brought them to know and 
love and trust the Lord Jesus as 
their own personal Saviour. Praise 
the Lord for this truth! 


5. Youth for Christ has made 
Christianity attractive to young 
people. 

Young people enjoy the Youth 
for Christ programs. Even unsaved 
people generally like the bright- 
ness, the mass of people, the mu- 
sic, the enthusiasm of Youth for 
Christ services. And as a result, 
Youth for Christ must surely tend 
to decrease child delinquency, must 
tend to take young people off the 
streets and out of the taverns and 
dives, roadhouses and dance halls 
on Saturday night. I believe that 
this is. not the first nor most im- 
portant work of Youth for Christ, 
but the general good impressions 
of Christianity which young peo- 
ple get from Youth for’ Christ I 
think will be very helpful. The 
moral impulses and the competi- 
tion which these young people’s 
rallies offer to worldly amuse- 
ments is really worth-while. Thank 
God for the tremendous moral in- 
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fruence of Youth for Ohrist meet- 
ings. 

People have asked me, “Why 
do the Hearst newspapers boost 
Youth for Christ?” I answer very 
frankly that I am not surprised. 
In fact, I believe that any intelli- 
gent and well-meaning American 
ought to boost .this movement. 
Even those who are not themselves 
Christians must be giad_ to 
gee young people singing  in- 
stead of getting drunk; must 
be pleased to have>some agen- 
ey on a nation-wide scale urg- 
ing young people to purity and 
morality and happiness instead of 
dragging and seducing them into a 
Hife of carnality and ruin. 


Il. Some Friendly Warnings 
and Suggestions About 
Y. F. C. Tendencies 


I have no patience with those 
who want to stop Youth for 
Christ. I am not a critic of the 
movement, but a friend. I speak 
often for Youth for Christ meet- 
ings. I have spoken in Chicago, 
Cleveland, Indianapolis, Spokane, 
Boston, and Miami Y. F. C. meet- 
ings, and many others. I have had 
invitations to St. Louis, Louisville, 
and other Y. F. C. meetings which 
I could not accept. The national 
and international leaders of Youth 
for Christ I know personally and 
love. I was the first speaker on 
the Youth for Christ program last 
year at Winona Lake and invited 
Youth for Christ international 
president, Torrey Johnson, to 
speak at our Gonference on Evan- 
gelism at Winona Lake this year. 
I was one of a group of evange- 
lists, meeting with Youth for 
Christ leaders tn Los Angeles to 
work out the happiest possible 
method of co-operation between 
the evangelists in union campaigns 
and Youth for Christ leaders. I 
know that Youth for Christ lead- 
ers are good men, orthodox, men, 
young men who love the Lord and 
win souls and long to be greatly 
used for God. I say, “God bless 
them, every one.” And Youth for 
Christ directors whom I know are 
likewise earnest and faithful men 
with whom I long to co-operate. 
So whatever suggestions I have 
are friendly suggestions. And the 
Scripture well says, “Faithful are 
the wounds of a friend’ (Prov. 
27:6). I believe that, out of the 
experience of many years and aft- 
er counseling with many leading 
evangelists, I may be able to of- 
fer some helpful suggestions about 
Youth for Christ. 

1. More time should be given to 
actual preaching of the gospel. 

In the book, “Reaching Youth 
for Christ,” by Torrey Johnson and 
Robert Cook, twenty-two minutes 
is set as the ideal length of the 
gospel message at a Youth for 
Christ meeting. ‘Be sure your 
speaker understands what you are 
after. His twenty-two minutes 
are not to be spent in joking 
around and telling anecdotes, but 
in a_ straight-from-the-shoulder 
gospel message. ...” The next 
paragraph mentions that the mes- 
sage may be twenty-two or twen- 
ty-five minutes. 

Unhappily this suggestion has 
been taken to heart and through- 
out Youth for Christ circles there 
is relatively little gospel preach- 
ing. -I do not mean that they do 
not preach the gospel, but I «say 
they do not preach enough of the 
gospel since there is not time to do 
so. Most of the time in Youth for 
Christ meetings is given to some- 
thing else and not to gospel 
preaching. Hyman Appelman, one 
of the most greatly used evange- 
lists in the world, came to Chicago 
to speak to Youth for Christ. 
There were two hours of incidental 
program and Appelman was given 
twenty minutes to preach, I be- 
lieve that is out of proportion when 
two hours are given to entertain- 
ment, even good, Christian enter- 
tainment, and testimony and song, 
and only twenty minutes is given 
to the preaching of the gospel. 
Evangelist Lakin at Chicago found 
he had only twenty-two minutes 
to preach and was not allowed to 
give his own invitation. Dr. Louis 
T. Talbot was invited to speak for 
Youth for Christ in Los Angeles 
and was asked to limit his mes- 
sage to ten minutes. I spoke in a 
Chicago Youth for Christ service, 
announced to begin at seven 
o’clock. Although it was in the 
midst of a city-wide campaign and 


over half of the crowd was my 
own revival crowd, the Youth for 
Christ program lasted until four 
minutes after nine. The whole 
crowd listened kindly to my twen- 
ty-odd minutes of message, but 
when I gave the invitation there 
were only one or two professions 
of faith, when usually we had been 
having from fifteen to thirty-five 
with similar erowds night after 
night. /From al over the coun- 
try come complaints by godly men 
who have traveled hundreds of 
miles to speak and then did not 
get before the audience before 
nearly ten o'clock. One widely- 
known preacher, arising to speak 
at ten o'clock, simply dismissed 
the congregation, feeling it unfair 
and unwise to try to hold them 
longer for a message. 


It is my earnest conviction that 
any such plan is sinful and wrong. 
It puts the emphasis on the wrong 
place. It is still true that “It 
pleased God by the foolishness of 
preaching to save them that be- 
lieve” (I Cor. 1:21). H is still 
true that “The preaching of the 
cross is to them that perish, fool- 
ishness; but unto us which are 
saved, it is the power of God” (I 
Cor. 1:18). Preaching is not sim- 
ply a necessary evil. Preaching is 
not an incidental to be tacked on 
after two hours of fun and fellow- 
ship. Preaching is the main thing 
in any gospel program, Youth for 
Christ has done a disservice to 
Christianity by leaving the impres- 
sion that preaching is eut of place 
wtih modern people. The impres- 
sion has been given that young 
people are in these wonderful mod- 
ern days so intelligent, so ad- 
vanced, so much beyond their eld- 
ers and another generation beyond, 
that they will’ not now listen to 
long sermons. That is not the in- 
tention, surely, of Youth for Christ 
leaders who have set that stand- 
ard; but it is an impression logi- 
cally to be inferred, nevertheless, 
and one that has been inferred. 
People feel that in these modern 
days we will have to find some 
other way to reach ‘people except 
by the preaching of the gospel by 
preachers. But the Bible is still 
true and it still pleases God to save 
them that believe by the foolish- 
ness of preaching. The preaching 
of the cross is still a stumbling 
block and foolishness to some peo- 
ple but not to Bible believers. 


Dr. Bob Jones said the other 
day in my hearing, ‘“‘What we need 
in America is a return to the em- 
phasis on great Bible preaching.” 
I thoroughly agree. Read John 
Wesley's Journal and you will find 
that he often spoke an hour and a 
half or two hours. Whitefield 
usually preached to an audience 
that was standing, not seated, and 
he preached regularly as long as 
two hours. Charles G. Finney, in 
his greatest revivals, often 
preached an hour and a half or 
more, The great men of God who 
have moved their generation have 
been men who hada great mes- 
sage from God and who took time 
to preach it. I heard George W. 
Truett preach an hour and thirty- 
five minutes, and I was enthralled. 
I have heard Dr. Appelman when 
it would have been_a sin for him 
to stop’in less than an Hour.» Dr. 
Bob Jones has had some of his 
best results when he preached an 
hour or longer. I often preach an 
hour in revival campaigns, with 
the largest crowds. One reason 
for the large results of the best 
preachers is that they really mag- 
nify the preaching of the gospel 
and take time to get over a mes- 
sage for God. Nobody can say as 
much in fifteen or twenty minutes 
as he can say in forty-five minutes 
or fifty minutes, Young people 
sit in college classrooms fifty-five 
minutes at a time, all given to a 
lecture, three or four hours a day, 
and nobody is so childish as to say 
they cannot take that. They spend 
three hours at a baseball game or 
three hours at a double-feature 
movie, and nobody supposes that 
is too long. I think it is silly and 
childish and worldly to suppose 
that intelligent young people can- 
not stand over twenty minutes of 
gospel preaching. I think that 
pleases Satan, dishonors God, mini- 
mizes the Bible, and makes enter- 
tainment more important in the 
minds of the people than the 
preaching of the gospel. 

I get many invitations to preach 
for Youth for Christ. It is now 
my regular custom to accept only 


on condition that I be given plen- 
ty of time to preach the gospel 
and plenty of time to give an invi- 
tation. I was once a college teach- 
er. Any professor in a university 
who would be asked to confine his 
teaching to twenty or twenty-two 
minutes a day would refuse to be 
sidetracked. by such a childish and 
senseless plea, I certainly do not 
plan to go hundreds of miles and 
hear two hours of sanctified frolic 
and then be given twenty minutes 
to preach in, or twenty-two, and 
have five minutes to give an invi- 
tation and try to keep people out 
of Hell, That is out of propor- 
tion, and wrong. I hope _ that 
Youth for Christ leaders will ev- 
erywhere correct this wrong prac- 
tice and give more time to the 
preaching of the gospel. 

2. I believe that Y. F. C. should 
develop a more serious attitude in 
order to get more serious results. 


Along with the under-emphasis 
on preaching, it has been natural 
for Y. F. C. to put an over-empha- 
sis on amusement. I am not com- 
plaining about the type of amuse- 
ment offered. I think that the 
bands, the instrumental numbers, 
the testimonies, the _ solos 
duets and octets have been helpful 
in a general sort of way. But no- 
ble men of God, greatly used soul 
winners, have told me more than 
once that they felt they were in- 
vited simply so their name could 
be used in advertising to draw big 
ger crowds, and that actually their 
earnest message from God was 
not specially desired. These same 
godly leaders and great preach- 
ers are almost unanimous in feel- 
ing, I am impressed, that people 
who come to the Y. F. C, rallies 
want sound gospel preaching and 
think that two hours of frivolity, 
even Christian frivolity, is not nec- 
essary to get the crowds nor to 
keep them. 

I think that a man might give 
a good testimony while a match 
burned out in his fingers, but in 
the midst of laughter and com- 
motion more attention would be 
paid to his nervous handling of the 
match than to any testimony he 
would give for Christ. I am not 
squeamish, I enjoy a good time, 
and I do not feel over-critical 
about a little fun among young 
people. I did not mind in Youth 
for Christ meetings where high 
school groups gave their high

it long ago, Proper humility and 
modesty in such cases would lead 
toward better usefulness for Youth 
for Christ and a better integration 
of the movement with the whole 
cause of Christ, in my humble 
. judgment. 


Youth for Christ leaders, leav- 
ing for England by plane, were 
reported by* the Daily Press as 
saying that revivals start with 
young people and that Youth for 
Christ was evidently to be the 
leader in a coming revival, which 
it was inferred, other Christian 
forces could not lead. Perhaps 
the reporter was not accurate, But 
God does not usually reject the 
humble to use the proud, nor ex- 
perience to use beginners. 

I was invited to speak.in a 
Youth for Christ far away. I 
wrote accepting, on the condition 
that I have plenty of. time for 
the sermon and for the invtiation. 
I said I would not come for a 
twenty or twenty-five minute mes- 
sage. Because the letter in reply 
is typical of the attitude of Youth 
for Christ leaders, I think, I am 
taking the liberty of quoting here 
without giving the director’s name. 

“T note your condition and al- 
though we are, as many, holding 
the average speaker to a minimum 
of time in their message we do 
feel that a man of your standing 
is entitled to as much time as you 
so want. We shall thus advertise 
the fact that we are having you 
and featuring your message, etc., 
as the top event of the evening. 
We shall do our best to present a 
good program in the opening half 
hour and then let you have all the 
time the Lord leads you to take. 
We shall not put a limit upon you 
in any way. I am frank in saying 
we could not always trust a man 
to handle the crowd right but I 
know without a shadow of doubt 
I can place any group of people in 
your experienced hand and feel 
safe. We shall have some that 
will feel it is too long or too hard 
but we shall pray that the Lord 
will move and His power might be 
felt.” 


In my case, said the director, he 
would make an exception and al- 
low me as much time as I want to 
preach. But “We are, as many, 
holding the average speaker to a 
minimum of time in their mes- 
sage.” Then he said, “I am frank 
in saying we could not always 
trust a man to handle the crowd 
right.” And even in my case, says 
this good director, he feels there 
will be criticism that my preach- 
ing is too long or too hard. 


The director, a good man, is not 
known much outside of his own 
relatively small community. He 
has had no strong preaching ca- 
reer as experience. His training 
and experience do not fit him any 
better than the average preacher 
to control a great crowd. He is 
the owner of a small Christian 
book store. He occasionally speaks 
for Christ. Yet he feels that he is 
better able to handle a crowd of 
eight hundred than the speakers, 
some of them of national promi- 
nence, who are invited to speak at 
Youth for Christ. And he usually 
holds such speaker to the mini- 
mum recommended in the Youth 
for Christ handbook! 


I do not believe that God has 
laid aside His plan of using pastors 
and churches and evangelists and 
Sunday schools to use the Youth 
for Christ movement exclusively, 
nor even principally. Of course, 
Y. F. C, leaders do not think so. 
But I do not believe that a Youth 
for Christ director has some magic 
quality in controlling a crowd and 
that the Youth for Christ would 
be greatly endangered if anybody 
but a Youth for Christ director 
took charge. I believe that the 
distinguished men who are most 
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Youth for Christ 


usually speakers in Youth for 
Christ programs in principal cities 
of America know better how to 


control a crowd, how to be used of 
God in blessing the crowd, winning 
souls and strengthening Chris- 
tians than most/ inexperienced 
though well-meaning Youth for 
Christ director would be. 


It is true that my dear 4#riend, 
Torrey Johnson, has been unusual- 
ly blessed of God in Youth for 
Christ meetings. But actually that 
is not because of his youth, but 
because of the age and experience 
he has. He has been for years 
an evangelistic pastor. He has had 
the best training and background 
and experience and in the richest 
fields. Youth and inexperience are 
not specially assets in handling 
difficult situations and in controll- 
ing crowds and in winning souls. 
God can use youth if it be conse- 
crated and humble and _ Spirit- 
filled, but He will use the same 
men more as they grow with ex- 
perience and grow in grace. 

Hence, I make the friendly sug- 
gestion that Youth for Christ 
leaders should seek to take their 
place in humility..I hope they will 
continue to make great plans and 
have great crowds and win as 
many souls as possible. But I feel 
sure, and the consensus of opin- 
ion among Christian leaders seems 
to me to be of the same mind, 
that if they will give more time 
and emphasis to the preaching of 
the gospel itself, and if they will 
make their programs less frivol- 
ous and with more emphasis on 
serious matters as sin and Hell 
and judgment and salvation, and 
leaders will encourage young peo- 
ple to take the Scriptural attitude 
of humility and modesty and prove 
themselves through the years, 
that Youth for Christ will con- 
tinue to grow. and will overcome 
much of the opposition that is 
raised against it.

that down in your thinking. Peo- 
ple sometimes say to me, “This 
old world is hungry for the gos- 
pel,” Forget it, brother; this 
world is not hungry for the gos- 
pel. People will stand in. lines 
four blocks long to buy a pack- 
age of cigarettes when there ig a 
shortage of cigarettes. Did you, 
evér see them standing in lines 
four blocks long to get im a 
church to hear the gospel? Peo- 
ples stand in lines four blocks long 
in order to buy red-eyed liquor so 
that they can get on a drunk and 
run around and commit adultery 
and raise hell over the week end. 
Did you ever see them standing in 
lines four blocks long to get into 
a place to hear the gospel 
preached ? 

You can bring one of these bare- 
backed, bare-legged, hand-painted, 
hard-boiled, sun-tanned, cigarette- 
sucking, poodle-dog-packing, cat- 
kissing, beer-guzzling, cocktail 
sipping females from Hollywood 
here to Evansville, put her on ex- 
hibition in your city auditorium; 
and brother, they will stand in a 
iine ten blocks long to get in there 
and squint their eyes at her. They 
will have a matinee in the after- 
noon and then a showing at night. 

You can bring the _ greatest 
preacher in America to your com- 
munity and they will not stand in 
a line ten blocks long and have to 
have two services for him!

He ig in 
Florida where tt is warm in the 
winter, and is in Maime where it is 
cool in the summer. Who teaches 
that bobolink to fly through the 
heavens across those many miles 
of space? 

There is an interesting story 
about the Golden Plover. He 
spends his summers away up in 
Labrador, away on up in the ex- 
treme Arctic Circle. But the win- 
ters he spends in South Africa, 
or in Patagonia, even down in 
South America, traveling through 
the air many, many thousands of 
miles, fleeting through a track- 
less sky. I think it was William 
Cullen Bryant who watched a 
duck one evening as he floated 
through the gathering mist and in 
his poem To a Waterfowl said, 
“He who, from zone to zone, 

Guides through the boundless 

Sky thy certain flight, 
In the long way that I must tread 
alone 

Will lead my steps aright.” 

The atheist, the agnostic, and 
the infidel say each little bird 
learns from its mother bird and 
father bird. Is that so? 


‘Science has found a very inter- 
estingything about salmon. All 
salmon are’ spawned and born in 
the fresh waters of the continent. 
When they get up to traveling 
age, we will say, they go down 
those fresh water streams and 
out into the salty ocean never to 
come back into that fresh water 
stream until they get ready to 
spawn and reproduce. At that 
time they come back out of the 
ocean, go back up that fresh water

stream, spawn and reproduce, and 
there die. The bunch of eggs that 
they lay are hatched. The little 
minnows go down that stream and 
out into the fresh water, live their 
life’s cycle, and then come back, 
Every little fish that goes down 
that stream is a pioneer going 
out into the depths of the great 
ocean. After he has lived his life's 
cycle, he turns and comes back. 


There is also a very interesting 
thing about an eel. How many of 
you ever went fishing arid caught 
an eel? Sam Junior and I were 
fishing one day on Devil's River, 
near Del Rio, Texas. I was bait- 
ing a hook with little red worms, 
and he was catching little perch, 
having a big time. While my back 
was turned, he suddenly called, 
“Daddy, I got a snake! I got a 
snake!"”" Hhe had caught about 
the smallest eel I had ever seen. 
Do you know where that eel that 
Sam, Jr., caught in Devil's River 
in Southwest Texas, was born? 
It was born halfway between 
Europe and America, Any éel 
that you ever caught or that you 
ever saw was not born in the 
creek where you caught it, The 
eel exactly reverses the life of the 
salmon. The salmon is born in 
fresh water, spends his life out in 
the salt water and comes back to 
die. The eel is born in the Sar- 
gasso Sea, out in the ocean half- 
way between America and Eur- 
ope; and when he gets ready to go 
out on his romantic adventure, he 
comes out of the sea, goes up the 
fresh water streams of the conti- 
nent to spend his life. When his 
life’s cycle is just about complete 
he goes back down those streams, 
out into the Sargasso Sea and re- 
produces. And there where he 
was born, he dies.

And then you tell 
me you do not believe in God, tell 
me you do not believe that God 
can guide your little life and my 
little life! 


Moses by Faith Took the 
Long Look 


“Moses, when he was come to 
years, refused to be called the 
son of Pharoah’s daughter; Choos- 
ig rather to suffer affliction witn 
the people of God, than to enjoy 
the pleasures of sin for a season.” 
He esteemed the reproach of 
Christ greater riches than the 
treasures of Egypt. By faith he 
took this step. He had faith in 
Jesus Christ. He did not have 
any record book to guide him. 
He did not have any natural chart 
or compass. It was an act of 
faith. He believed that God who 
created the universe and all 
things therein would guide his life. 
He walked out and took a step 
with Him. The Bible. says, “He 
had respect unto the recompence 
of reward.” He took the long 
look, 

How many of you can tell me 
the name of the Egyptian king in 
whose home Moses was living? 
Was it Rameses I, II, IlI—or half 
a dozen! Where is he? He is 
covered up amid the dust of the 
* Nile. But Moses took the long 
look, He had respect unto the 
recompence of reward. God made 
Moses great for eternity. Phareah 
died and is forgotten. 

The greatest tragedy of young 
people’s lives is that they see the 
perspective now. They do _ not 
think about the hereaftér. They 
do not think of the time when they 
are going to get old. The girl’s 
face will fade, her beauty will 
change and she will become old 
and wrinkled as the years pass by. 
The young man who is handsome 
in his youth will become faded and 
bent and rheumatic. Moses was not 
thinking just of today. The Scrip- 
ture says that he had respect un- 
to the recompence of reward. 
Every child in Sunday School 
knows about Moses. How many 
of them know about the king? 
How many of them know about 
the great generals who marched 
across the continent in the days 
of Moses? My friends, you and I 
need to cast our eyes beyond to- 
day, beyond tomorrow and look 
out into the future. We need to 


think abovt the hereafter. We 
meed to have respect unto the 
recompence of reward. Moses 


based his choice on faith, and the 
Bible says “he endured,” as seeing 
him who is invisible.” How in the 
world did he ever stand up under 
the strain? How in the world did 
he ever endure it? How in the 
world could he ever go through it 
all? Why brother, Christ gave him 
the strength to go through it all. 
“He endured, as seeing him who 
is invisible.” He had a strength 
which ~-he did not see with his 
natural eye and did not hear with 
his natural ear. The voice that 
spoke to Moses was the voice of 
“him who is invisible.” 
When We See Jesus! 

I played college football four 
years in Hardin-Simmons Univer- 
sity, Abilene, Texas. I played in 
every game the university played 
for four years, was all-conference 
tackle. Let me tell you about an 
experience I had. | 

In 1925 I had bought my senior

ed with the senior class and was 
planning to take my degree in the 
spring of '26. I was playing my 
third year on the inter-collegiate 
football team, the varsity club. 
We went through the season un- 
defeated, though we 
tied. Thanksgiving Day came and 
we were to play Howard Payne 
College from Brownwood, Texas. 
Howard Payne College had been 
defeated only one time. It was a 
championship game between Har- 
din-Simmons and Howard Payne. 
They made it home-coming day 
at Simmons, All the old gradu- 
ates, the alumni, came back. The 
colors were streaming. The town 
was decked out in fiags. A special 
train or two had been run from 
Brownwood. ; 


We called the man who played 
guard position next to me “Doodle- 
bug.” We had a good system 
worked out. When our quarter- 
back would call a high low out- 
side, “‘Doodle’”’ would tie the fel- 
low’s feet down and I would bowl 
him over. If they called a high 
low in I would tie his feet down 
and “Doodle” would bowl him 
over. If he called for a straight 
line buck over the tackle position, 
we would ge our shoulders to that 
fellow’s belt and would take him. 
for a buggy ride, if we could. We 
had perfect confidence in each 
other. I never doubted that 
“Doodle” would do his part, and 
he never doubted that I would do 
mine. 

After football season the year 
before he had had an explosion in 
the chemical laboratory during a 
test. It hurt his eyes and he had 
been out of school a little bit. And 
about five minutes before the 
game they rule him technically 
ineligible. The grandstands were 
full, the bleachers were full,. the 
people were standing everywhere. 
The game was ready to go and it 
was a championship tussle be- 
tween Howard Payne and Hardin- 
Simmons. Our best end, that play- 
ed on my right, was declared in- 
eligible and could not play. 

They put another boy in to play 
beside me, Leroy Jennings, a fine 
kid, a splendid player. But he and 
I just had not played together. 
We Gould not work together with 
the same degree of efficiency that 
“Doodle” and I did. And knowing 
that they were going to get our 
man off the right end, they had 
planned their plays right over 
us. They had a fellow called Big 
Bill Biffitt, who weighed 230 
pounds and could run like a streak 
of greased lightning. They placed 
old Bill Biffitt to came right over 
my tackle position. For sixty 
solid minutes, with al] the power 
I had, I went under there and 
tried to stop Big Bill Biffitt. They 
had another halfback whom they 
called “Jack Rabbit.” He was 
called that because he was so fast. 
“Jack Rabbit’”’ was coming 
through there, too. 

The game ended with the score 
standing at twenty-seven to seven 
against us. We had been knocked 
off the Christmas tree, the cham- 
pionship had flown out of the win- 
dow, and it was all over. 

After I went back into the 
gymnasium with the rest of the 
boys, I was standing with my face 
in the window, my headgear and 
football regalia still on. My hands 
were bleeding from bruises, and I 
was worn to a frazzle. I was so 
tired I could hardly stand up be- 
cause I had put every ounce of 
strength I had in trying to stop 
Big Bill Biffitt. I was standing 
there crying along with the, other 
boys. Pretty soon an arm went 
around me and pulled me up close. 
A voice whispered in my ear, “Sam, 
I love you—win, lose, or draw. 
You gave them sixty minutes of 
the best you had. That is all any- 
body could have done, and I am 
just as proud of you as if we had

had been |/was not glum. 


won the game. Though we want- 
ed to win, they beat us. But re- 
member I love you—-win, lose, or 
draw.” Guess who it was? It 
was my football coach. He was 
crying, oo, | 

I shall never forget the feeling 
that surged through my soul as I 
turned and looked into the face 
of Vick Payne, my coach. I felt 
as if he ought to ring me out. 
We had lost the game! But he 
I reached over, 
got the ear flap and with one 
hand skinned that helmet off my 
head. I said, “Coach, if that is 
the way you feel about it, I am 
net going to take my degree this 
year, I have another year com- 
ing. We will come back next year 
and lick the tar out of _ that 
crowd!” 


I threw off my football regalia, 
went to the shower, and didn’t 
finish Hardin-Simmons that year. 
I lacked just one-half of one credit 
taking my degree so I would be 
eligible next year. 


The next year I came back to 
play my fourth year in football. 
We went up to Thanksgiving 
with neither Howard Payne or 
Hardin-Simmons defeated or tied. 
We were in an even better position 
than we were the year before. This 
time it was home-coming down at 
Brownwood. We ran two or three 
special trains with students down 
to Brownwood. It was the last 
game I would ever play; you can 
only play four years in college 
football. I had prayed most of the 
night. before! I am glad to say, 
my friends, that I have. prayed 
many times between halves in 
football games. Anything that is 
clean and that will build a good 
body and teach great principles is 
all right to take part in. Of 
course, you can do the wrong 
thing about it, if you want to, 
just as you can about other things. 
But I was praying that God would 
help me and give me grace and 
give us victory. I felt that I was 
entitled to it. I had been whijped 
the year before! 


We went out on the football 

field and for three quarters play- 
ed without either team’s being 
able to get within the ten-yard line. 
Boy, it was a locked-horn duel! 
Finally, about the middle of the 
fourth quarter they got away and 
made a touchdown. But they fail- 
ed to kick goal. That meant that 
they had six points. One touch- 
down with an extra point would 
win the game. They could not 
afford to let up and, of course, 
we were behind and were giving 
them everything we had. In des- 
peration they tried to make an- 
other point by throwing a long 
pass. Our little quarterback, Ru~ 
fus Hyde, took that pass on the 
sixty-three yard line and ran the 
entire length of the field for a 
touchdown; and the score stood 
six and seven in our favor! We 
had about three or four more min- 
utes to play. Of course, we had only 
one touchdown. One touchdown 
would beat us. You see, they were 
only one point behind.- So neither 
of us could let up. We went back 
and, boy, how the football began 
to fly through the air! Pretty 
soon they threw another long 
pass. Ed Cox, our fullback, inter- 
cepted another pass and ran forty- 
four yards to another touchdown, 
and we failed to _kick goal. But 
that gave us a pretty good lead. 
The game was over, and we had 
won the championship!

tent and equipment, could not get 
tires and gas, he went back to 
Baylor University at Waco, Texas, 
and got his college degree. He is 
now in the field again, and has 
this summer had a city-wide cam- 
paign in Mexia, Texas, with all the 
Baptist churches cooperating. 

I know Brother Fehsenfeld well. 
In his thirties, he is a most devot- 
ed Christian, a man of much pray- 
er.

Let us summarize some of 


criticism. When you speak evil one 
of another, terrible results follow. 


1. It often ruins the life of the 
one criticized. Many a girl has 
thrown herself away after her rep- 
utation was ruined by foul-minded 
and wicked gossipers. Many young 
Christians fell into sin and then 
because of. unkind and -un-Chris- 
tian criticism, with never a helpipg 
hand, they became so discouraged 
that they never went back to the 
church. Some have admitted to 
me that they sinned in going to 
dances or in getting drunk or get- 
ting angry, but who were so se 
verely criticized by those who did 
nothing to help that they never

Many pastors have 
quit the ministry, unable to face 
the hounding of unreasonable, un- 
spiritual, worldly-minded critics. 
The most unselfish preacher who 
ever lived, I suppose, has been ac- 
cused repeatedly of “preaching for 
money.” The boldest and most-un- 
preachers have 
been accused of catering to public 
favor if they would not preach 
what their criticis wished to have 
them preach. Many a preacher 
who is sound in doctrine and be- 
lieves the whole Bible, yet differs 
from a long-tongued and evil- 
minded critic and so is called a 
modernist! Every warm-hearted, 
soul-winning, Spirit-filled preach- 
er has been called aé fanatic. 
wives and children are 

merciless criticism. 
Criticism has ruined the life of 
many a preacher 

Criticism causes suicides, brok- 
en health and ruined nerves. Gos- 
sip has broken countless homes, 
has estranged brothers, has divid- 
ed churches. Evil speaking of oth- 
er Christians is a heartless, cruel 
and terrible sin which often ruins 
lives. 

2. Young Christians are often 
caused to stumble by hearing criti- 
cism of other Christians. _In thou- 
sands of cases, children in a fam- 
ily lost interest in Sunday School 
and church because their parents 
criticized the Sunday School teach- 
ers or the pastors or the members 
of the church. They quickly be- 
come disheartened and disgusted. 
When young Christians hear so 
much critictsm they often fee] that 
there is no one they can trust, 
that it does not pay to try to live 
for God, They become discouraged. 
Of such cases as these Jesus said, 
“Whoso shall offend one of these 
little ones which believe in me, it 
were better for him that a mill- 
stone were hanged about his neck, 
and that he were drowned in the 
depth of the sea” (Matt. 18:6). 
Colossians 3:21 says, “Fathers, 
provoke not your children to an- 
ger, lest they be discouraged.” 
Parents, too critical, may sin here. 
Every young Christian needs some- 
one to look up to and depend upon 
and pattern after. Do not ruin the 
life of young Christians ‘by heart- 
less, profitless and thoughtless evil 
speaking of other Christians. 
Whatever faults you know of ina 
Christian, it always invariably 
does harm instead of good to dis- 
cuss them before others. 

3. Evil speaking gives Chris- 
tianity a bad name with the out- 
side world. Christians are sup- 
posed to love each other, and the 
most ignorant sinner knows in- 
stinctively that brotherly love is 
the mark of a Christian. Jesus 
said, “By this shall all men know 
that ye are my disciples, if ye 
have love one to another’ (John 
13:35). We are told in I Corin- 
thians, thirteen, that love is the 
greatest thing in the world. Dis-

and corrected as 
quickly as possible. Jesus said, 
“Agree with thine adversary 
quickly, while thou art in the way 
with him” (Matt. 5:25). And we 
are commanded to “Let not the 
sun go down upon your wrath” 
(Eph, 4:26). Critical, suspicious, 
quarreling Christians are the poor- 
est possible recommendation of the 
Lord Jesus Christ! 


In a revival in west Texas I 
one night preached on the sin of 
divorce. Unknown to me, two men 
active in the church work had been 
divorced and remarried, One of 
them had married a divorced wom- 
an. These two hotly resented my 
sermon; one threatened me with 
phySical violence, and they talked 
bitterly in their homes about the 
preaching. But in a few days the 
power of the gospel broke the 
hearts of these men. In_tears, hum- 
bly and ashamed, they came to 
beg my forgiveness and asked me 
to pray for their families. One man 
was particularly concerned over 
his teen-aged daughter who had 
shown some intérest in her soul 
early in the revival. However, as 
he had raved angrily concerning 
the preacher, this girl’s convictions 
had all seemed to leave her. Now 
she could not be reached, it seemed. 
Her angry father had broken down 
her confidence in the _ preacher. 
Later, when her father and [I to- 
gether earnestly tried to win her 
to Christ the child, with set face 
and hardened heart, resisted every

appeal. The man went away con- 
vinced, as I was, that he had 
blocked the salvation of his own 


daughter by his criticism of the 
preacher. No doubt there are mul- 
titudes in Hell who went there be- 
cause of critical tongues of Chris- 
tians who spoke evil. one of an- 
other and particularly of preachers 
and Sunday School teachers and 
Crtristian workers. 

Before you ever accuse an evan- 
gelist of preaching for money or a 
pastor of favoritism among the 
members of any Christian worker 
of worldliness or sin, you had bet- 
ter consider whether you _ will 
thereby block the only influence 
God has for the winning of your 
children or loved ones. When we 
learn to earnestly. respect Chris- 
tians, particularly Christian Work- 
rs, and strive to maintain their 
good reputations, then the outside 
world will respect them as we do 
and never before. 


4. Evil speaking brifigs division 
and strife. Years ago my talent- 
ed step-mother used to give a read- 


ing that ended in these words, 
“Words unexpressed may some- 
times fall back dead, 
But God Himself can’t kil] thera 
when they are said!” 


Critical tongues and evil speak- 
ing have moré to do with divisions 
pin churches and among Christians 
than any other factor in the world, 
Proverbs 26:20 tells us, ‘““Where no 
wood is, there the fire goeth out; 
so where there is no talebearer, the 
strife ceaseth,”’ Evil speaking leads 
to misjudging of one another, 
leads to exaggerations and misrep- 
resentations of sin. It leads to 
hate and vengeance and a hundred 
other sins. Evil speaking and 
criticism are talebearing and the 
fuel for all the sins of dissension 
and division, 


5. Do not forget that, most im- 
portant of all, the Holy Spirit of 
God is grieved by the sin of evil 
speaking and criticism, Perhaps 
this sin, more than others, is re- 
sponsible for the spiritual coldness 
and lack of the presence and pow- 
er of the Spirit of God in our 
churches and in our homes,

Prescription for Revival

“This is sure to bring a revival 
to any church or community. I 
have given this prescription around 
the world. It has been taken by 
many churches and many commu- 
nities, and in no instance has it 
ever failed: and it cannot fail!” 
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
